throat specialist should * purport to 
be also a specialist in eye diseases, 
is a problem which 1 imagine the 
late Pr.

line of the free state of Pennsylvania, 
which separated it from the slave 
states of Maryland and Virginia, it 
was run—except about 22 miles, by 
Charles Mason and Jeremiah Dison, 
two English mathematiscians and 
surveyor, between 
November 15, 


1763 and December 26, 1767. Dur- 
ing the exciting debate in Congress 
in 1820, on the question of excluding 
slavery from Missouri, the eccentric 
John Randolph, of Roanoke, made 
great use of this phrase, which was 
caught up and re-echoed by 
every 


newspaper in the land and -thus gain- 
ed the celebrity, which it still main- 
tains.
